Curiosities of Commerce. 


A man on one Of the North River 
Peunsylvania Railroad piers, who was 
looking at a carriage warked to go to 
Norfolk, Va., yesterday, said to a by- 
stander: 

‘The wood in those carriage wheels 
came originally from Virginia in logs. 
Now it goes back asa finished product.” 

‘‘Why cannot the Virginia wool be 
worked up on its native ground?” 

‘‘Because no one has established the 
shops. But more singular things than 
that have happened in the history of 
commerce. On October 14, 1855, for 
instance, the ship Adelaide airived in 
New York, bringing a cargo of wheat, 
barley, etc., from San Francisco, which 
paid the shipper a clean profit of fifty 


per cent., the wheat then selling at two | 


dollars a bushel. The ship was at once 
loaded for San Francisco again, and 
among other things carried out were 
1,500 barrels of flour,  Cailifornians 
had to go 17,000 miles to mill in those 
days. 

‘‘Another curiosity of commerce was 
noted in the early Australian trade. 
While the gold excitement was high mer- 
chants ia all parts of the world tlooded 
the markets there with goods. A Glas- 
gow manufacturer sent a quantity of 
hardware to the new gold fields, but 
when the ship reached the Australian 
port the market was so fullof the stuff 
that the consignment was vut up at 
auction, and brought less that the freight 
charges. The man who bought it shipped 
it back to Glasgow, where he sold it at 
a profit, although a shade under whole- 
sale prices. The Glasgow purchaser at 
once reshipped it to Australia, and there, 
after having three times crossed the in- 
tervening seas, it found the market 
ready and good prices waiting, the de- 
mand at the mines having cleared out 
the stock in hand the

PROGRESS OF THEIR MAWUFAC- 


TUBE IN COUNTRY. 


Delicacies Del'ght the Patates 
Of Yeuth—Vegetable Colofs Tak- 
ing the Place 6f Peisénéus Onéss 


The last thing 4 child inquires about 
is how the sugdt-plum it snaps up with 
some avidity is made. Yet the manu- 
factureof these delicacies—I had almost 
said necessaries—of the nursery 3s a thing 
worth witnessing. Formerly all the 
higher class came from France and Ger- 
maiiy; where fot ages they have been fa- 
mous for their delicacies. Butt sifice the 
introduction of steain into their fabtica- 
tioti these articles are now made on the 
largest scale itt this country, and ate 
vastly cheapened since the days when we 
used to spend our last penny ia taffy. 
The rude style of old is also gone, The 
eye must now be satisfied as well as 
the palate, even in the cheapest items.

Tests for Impurities in Water. 

To know whether water is hard or soft, 
dissolve a little white soap in alcohol, 
and add a few drops of the water 
underiuvestigation. If the alcohol turns 
milky, the water is hard; if either unal- 
tered or simply claudy, it is soft. 

To detect a copper percentage adda 
little filing dust of soft iron to the water, 
leave it in fora few minutes, and add a 
few drops of salammoniac. A b!ue col- 
orization betrays the presence of copper. 

Sulphur combinations are detected by 
adding a little water to the murcury in 
the bottle; this is closed and left to stand 
fora few hours. If the mercury assumes 
a darker surface, and, upon shmking sep- 
_arates into gray powder, it is a sign that 
| the water contains sulphur combinations, 
Dissolved pure lime is proven by ad- 
ding one or two crystals of oxalic acid 
_to the water. A milky precipitate be- 
trays the presence of lime. 

Sulphate of lime (gypsum) is recog- 
nized by the white precipitate caused by 
chloride of barium in the solution. The 
precipitate is not redissolved by nitric 
acid. 

Alkalies and alkaline earths are de- 
tected as follows: Blue Litmus paper is 
colored feebly red with dilute vinegar, 
and dipped into the corresponding water. 
If the former blue co'or is restored 
the water is alkaline. 

An iron percentage is recognized by 
a few drops of nutgall decoction, which 
are added to the water. If iron is pres-

hand. For bonbons of a particular 
form, such as those in imitation of fruits, 
etc., models are carved in wood. A cer- 
tain number of these, say from fifty to 


sixty, are fixed on a narrow strip of— 


wood, and the confectioner takes 
molds of them in starch, con- 
tained in a_ series of large, shal- 


low drawers. As soon as the molds 


become dry they are filled with liquid | 


sugar, already colored and flavored, after 
which the drawer is put on one side for 
twenty-four hours, when the bonbons 
are ready for sale. The delicate sweets, 
containing some essences, such as pine- 
apple, etc., are always cast in starch 
molds. It puzzles older heads than those 
of children to know how this drop of 
delicious liquid gets into the center of 
the sweet. Like many other puzzling 
matters, it is very easily explained. The 
flavoring essence is mixed with the liquid 
sugar, and when poured into the mold 
the latter crystalizes immediately over 
the former. These essences, so nice to 
the taste, are the most remarkable ex- 
amples of the power of chemistry to 
transform very repugnant materials into 
delicacies. Fusel oil is the base of the 
pear essence, and pineapple essence is ob- 
tained by diluting ether with alcohol. 
The chemist in his laboratory, with great 
cunning, manufactures scores of these 
essences, which are supposed to be the 
veritable product of delicate fruits. Some 
of the pretty forms that are made to 
take the fancy of the little ones are simply 
punched out of fiat films of sugar rolled; 
some are cast, some are pressed into 
shape when soft between engraved roll- 
ers. The drops and sweets that are quite 
clear are boiled so long that the water 
has evaporated out of them. Such 
sweets must be immediately bottled up, 
or preserved from the air, otherwise they 
absorb water and become semi-liquid. 
Barley sugar is an example in _ point. 
If it is not hermetically sealed 
down in tins, it deliquesces, and loses 
all its crispness. It isas well to know 
that this is the purest of all sweets —be- 
ing absolutely clarified sugar. and there- 
fore the most wholesome for children.

THE NEXT COMMISSIONERS. 


On or about the 15th. of this 
month, President Cleveland, 
will appoint one or two commission- 
ers forthe District of Colambia, who 
will govern over 200000 people. In 
the appointment of these commis- 
sioners it is hoped that the president 
will appoint gentleman who will 
consider the claims of the colored 
people. Let it be understood that 
we have nothing tosay against 
commissioners Edmonds and Ly- 
decker, whom we believe to be hon- 
orable men and who have at all 
times given the colored people fav- 
orable consideration. We are in- 
formed that it is the intention of the 
president to appoint one republican. 
If a republican is to be appointed 
let him be a simon pure republi. 
can ora simon pure democrat. 
There are some democrats in this 
city who will do as much for the 
colored poeple as any republican that 
may be appointed. The colored 
people have the most implicit faith 
jnsuch men as Columbus Alexan- 
der, Wm. Dickson, General Barrett, 
John Noris, Judge Sameal Mills; 
Wm. Galt, and other honorable men 
well knownin thiscity. The people 
in this city want men who will look 
out for home interests and we don’t 
know of any better men than the 
above mentioned. We desire to 
say to Mr. Cleveland also, that the 
colored population in this city num- 
ber about 30000 and we don’t be- 
lieve that it would be out of place 
to appoint a colored man as one of 
the District Commissioners. Either 
Mr. John F. Cook or Hon. Fred. 
Douglass would be satisfactory to 
the colored people who pay taxes 
on about $ 10,000,000 worth of pro- 


perty. 


WILL THEY BOLT? 


One of the grandest elementary 
characteristics of any community, 
is respect for all necessary combi- 
nations, that tend to promote its 
general interest, and well being, 
The only labor which a communi- 
ty is capable of performing, should 


never be regarded as menial or 
dishonorable, because another 


community follows a different 
avocation. Colored men are sty!l- 
ed dictators 80 soon as they as- 
sume positions in common with 
others to assert theirrights. The 
Des Moines, lowa correspondent, 
to the Washington dauilies July 1, 
wrote: ‘‘The first political conven- 
tion of colored voters ever held in 
this state has just been in session 
in Mahaska county. John Priest- 
ly, a colored man, was nominated 
‘or representative. There are a- 
bout 1,200 colored voters in the 
county’ Unless the Republicans 
recognize their candidate they will 
bolt. The Republicans have only 
500 majority in the county.” This 
being in the West is made neces- 
sary, a8 it is some times in the 
South, for colored men to unite in 
every thing, in order to force 
terms for something. We hope 
however, if they have to “bolt” 
as reported, it will be for the ad- 
vancement and interest of the race, 
and not to gratify the political am- 
bition of either party. Let cur 
motto be, God first, the race next 
and the natioual good of man- 
kind.

THE DISCHARGES. 


The discharge of employees 
from the government is working, 
toa great extent, to their phy- 
sical detriment. Those who are 
employed In the government must 
remember that a government po- 
sition is like death, uncertain. Why 
should there be so much anxiety 
and fear manifested on the part of 
goverment employees? The 
world is large enough for us all, 
in which to make a living, hence 
there should be more self inde- 
pendence on the part of our young 
men. While their advantages are 
not as encouraging as they should 
be, still their should bea degree 
of determination to succeed 
despite the opposition that may 
confront them. Mr. Grimke in 
his sermon last Sabbath morning, 
said, and we agree with him to a 
certain extent, that a majority of 
the young men spend their money 
too lavishly, while some again, 
came here to learn a profession 
and then remain buried in the 
government. While this is very 
fine sentiment for those to sav 
who are in and following other 
vocations, Rev. Grimke should 
remember that there isa great 
deal of prejudice against a young 
professional colored man and that 
his opportunities are limited. 
If the same inducements were of- 
fered colored men, that white men 
receive, then Mr. Grimke’s argu- 
ment would be weighty. While 
we have no disposition to reflect 
upon the integrity of Rev. Grim- 
ke, or the motives which prompted 
him to deliver the discourse of 
last Sabbath, would not, Mr. 
Grimke have remained a clerk in 
the Boar! of Health under Profes- 
sor Langston had it not been abol- 
ished? After his graduation from 
college did he not come to this 
city and secure a clerkship? Was 
not the services of Mr. Grimke 
more needed in the South at that 


time, than they wereas a clerk in 


Board ot Health? If he had 
gone South and occupied the pul- 
pit after he graduated and orga- 
nized a theological school, we are 
sure that great good would have 
come Outof Isreal. There is no 


Luman being, rich or poor, that 


would refuse an ottice. Why, 
then, shoulé we make an exvep- 
tion of the young colored men, 
who have tried to obtain an edu- 
cation? Weare sure that Rev. 
Grimke meant well, although 
he only gave one side of the argu- 
ment. 


TO THE COLORED CITIZENS. 


There is no reason why that our 
colored citizens should not support 
their own enterprises, while their is 
so mach predjuce in this city and 
throughout the country against 
them. We have in this city estab- 
lishments controlled by colored men 
who can do work and sell goods as 
cheaply as any other place kept by 
white people, Who refuse to employ 
those of ourown race. There are 
places in this city that will not em- 
ploy young colored men to learn 
trades or any other business and 
while such is the fact it is our duty 
to build up our own establishments 
or enterprises ; to enable us to put 
our young men to learning trades. 
In South Washington there is a 
drug store owned and controlled by 
Dr. S. A. Samby. The population 
of South Washington is large 
enough to give Dr. Samby a hand- 
some support which would enable 
him to hire young men to learn the 
drug business. If the proper sup. 
port were given him it would enable 
him to build a large establishment 
that would be an honor to the col- 
ored people. There is no man liv- 
who deserves more credit than Dr- 
Sumby. Mr. J. P. Waddleton at 
the cor. of 13th and st. nu. w. is 
carrying on a fine jewelry store; he 
is a young man of great business pro- 
clivities and education. Suppose 
our colored population were to pat- 
rouvize him, would it not enable him 
to employ our young men to learn 
the trades ? and build up a great 
institution ? But, as it is, our young 
men are barred by white men who 
are carrying on such business. 
Last but not least is the printing 
business which is beneficial to the 
civilized world. Our people spend 
from 3 to 4 thousand dollars per 
anvom in printing ,why not support 
our own printing offices in prefer- 
ence to those that refuse to employ 
colored young men. There is nota 
printing office in the city owned by 
@ white man that will permit a 
young colored man to learn bis trade 
and still our people insist in patro- 
nizingthem. If our entertainments 
and other amusements were patro- 
uized by white people then it would 
be our duty to give such places own- 
ed by white meu our support: We 
must learn to support our own bus 
ness places until this barrier of 
predjuce is done away with. If our 
organizations will continue to sup- 
port these places that are predju. 
dice to our race, let our people boy- 
cott them. If our colored business 
places cannot do work as good and 
at reasonable prices, then patronize 
other places- We assert that the 
National Printing Co. can do work 
as good and as cheap as avy print- 
ing house in the city. Call in and 
look at the office of the National 
Printing Co. There you can see 
young colored’ men learning all 
branches of the printing business. 
Weclaim that this institution offers 


‘better inducements to our young 


men than any other place in the 
city. Let the colored people sup. 
port itard in less than a year the 
race will feel proud of its progress.

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THE CHOLERA SCOURGE. 


How the Terrible Plague is Raging in 
Murcia, Spain--Nearly the Entire 
Population Fleeing from the 
Stricken City. 


A New York Herald t tele 
graphs from Madrid the result of a four days’ 
visit to the cholera stricken city of Murcia, 
Spain. He says: 

Murcia city, according to the last census, 
bas a pepulation of nearly forty thousand, 
and the suburbs about sixty thousand more. 
Thirty thousand ve flad from the 
place since the ep ic broke out. Its streets 
are desertel, cighty per cent, of its stores are 
closed and bardty a house remains in which a 
cholera case bas notoccurred. The yellow 
covered stretcher on which the cholera strick- 
en sick and dead are carriel through the 
streets is one of the commonest sights Deatis 
have become so frequent that the tolling of 
the church bells usual there on such events has 
been forbidden. 

Beginning on June 5, the cholera has since 
then attacked 5,215 persons in twenty-four 
days, and of these 1.45) bodies have been 
siready buried. Inclading the full normal 
population of nearly L0',00 people, one per- 
son in each # bas already had the cholera, 
and one person in each 75 of the population 
bas been buried within three weeks. Under the 
mos? favorable conditions 1,000 more deaths 
are expected by the physicians before the fail 
Under such circumstances the people have 
invented a new salutation. They no longer 
say “Good day,” but instead, “How 
That is, how many have died to-day! And 
for the week the death rate was so steady 
that by listening for a moment on the streets 
even the hour could be told. “Fifty” stood 
for noop and “i for midnight. Startling 
incidents abound in such a city. 

\'A vile smell came from one of the many 
close] houses. By order of the authorities 
the doors were forced and then the rotting 
bodies of its inhabitants were found. They 
had apparentiy died malignant cholera 


after closing the house, and De) 
suddenly that they had heen  un- 
able to summon aid. The provincial 


governor kindly placed a public health offi- 
cial at the Herald correspondent's disposal. 
The man came late on the first day, and. 
apolgizing, said, with a little of the tone of 
amen with a grievance, “ The official de 
tailel for your service has just died of cho! 
era, and I had unexpectelly to take hu 
place.” 

Quacks of all kinds,’who ‘believe firmly ip 
the most extraordinary medicines, are the 
natural result of the panic. One man, a 
tailor, has leit his business, and.though with 
out medical knowledge, is received with un 
questioning faith by the poor. He takes no 
fee, on the contrary, he gives to the poorest 
such belp as he can afford. 

The epidemic has also its heroes, among 
whom is the Count De Valle, one of the rich 
est land owners of the province. It is nota- 
ble that be goes among the sick fearfessly. 
By common report he has already given 
away all his ready cash and has begun to 
mortgage bis real estate to raise more funds 
for this purpose. 

Murcia, like all Spanish cities noted in this 
epidemic for great mortality among its people, 
is the center of a fertile valley surrounded | by 
highly cultivated fields and market gardens. 
Through it flows a badly smelling river,the wa- 
ters of which are twice dammed near the city’s 
center and are distributed by many canals 
over the valiey. The streets are narrow, 
with high houses, and in many places the en- 
trance of sunlight and air is still further im- 
peded by curtains placed horizontally across 
the streets from housetop to housetop. The 
sanitary condition of the city is better than 
that of most Spanish cities, but would not 
serve as a model even for New York. 

People live carelessiy in spite of the cholera 
It is not unusual to see melons and other 

m fruit piled onthe baleonies of the 
ouses ready for consumption. The corre 


spondent’s first visit was to the hospitals and 


relief barracks. In the ‘ospitals com 
paratively few cholera cases were found, as 
all except the poorest people insist upon 
dying at home rather than go to the hospital. 

In the hospitals a fair cleanliness prevailed, 
but the smell of disinfectants was sickening 
even to aman in health. Patients were ir 
every stage of the disease, but all in the sick 
ward bad the same haggard, sallow look of 


fear, which made the nature of their

dition of thecity, thatamong these people, 
living as they do in rudely constructed tents 
and houses open to the weather in many 
places, not a single cholera death has yet oc- 
curred, although previously in their city quar- 
= each family had lost one or more mem 
rs. 

The correspondent next presented his letter 
to the provincial governor, Senor Josse de Al. 
cazar, who throughout the epidemic bas shown 
the utmost bravery and devotion to the 
ple. He made the following statement: “Thir- 
ty thousand people have fled from the city 
and suburbs, including all members of 
the provincial congress, all the chief mazis. 
trates, more than half the city council and 
many of the city and provincial officers 
Eighty per cent. of the city stores have been 
clo Subscribtions begun to come in, but 


they are insufficient in amount to relieve the 
distress.” 

As the resu!t of many interviews with lead- 
ing men of Murcia your correspondent thinks 
the following statements will prove true con- 
cerning the epidemic as it at present mani- 
fests itself

greater portion of Spam. It may last until 
late in the fall It is not impossible that chol- 
era cases may occur next year. 

disease sowms to follow the course of 
rivers. It spreads always below the place 
first infecte|. Thus, the bead waters of the 
Tagus being now infected, the cholera may 
be expected to pas; al!) quarantines and enter 
Portugal. 

Cholera spreais rapidly with great viru- 
lence along the course of a river. By land 
its spread is uncertain and slow, depending 
largely on personal contact between the in- 
habitants of neighboring towns. 

A man of averace health, not given to 
cesses, using only boiled water for even such 
purposes as brushing the teeth, who eats no 
green, uncooked food, need not fear the cholera 
in the least. 

Anything which reduces vitality, even 
temporarily, may at once lead to cholera 
Women have more to fear from cholera, but 
with proper precautions there is little danger. 

Extreme fear of the disease very often leads 
to an attack of cholera. 

Dr. Ferran’s inoculation will not play an 
important part in this epidemic, however 
great ite part may be in the next one. 

Cholera germs live for an uncertain period. 
They are known to live for monthsand yet 
retain suflicient vitality to cause cholera in 
persons expose | to them. 

Great care regarding infected letters and 
clothing is therefore necessary. 

Valencia oranges and Malaga raisins of 
this year’s crop may carry cholera germs to 
consumers even in distant countries They 
are therefore among the things not to eat.

POSTAGE RATES. 


Important Chances in the Postoffice 
Departinent. 

With the new fiscal year beginning July 1 
the new legisiation contained in the postof- 
fice appropriation bill has gone into effect In 
the oifice of the first assistant pustma-ter 
general twelve additional clerks are providet 
for, most of them being specially designated 


for service in the salary and allowance 
division. 

Provision was also made for the establish 
ment of a system of special delivery of letters 
immediately upon their receipt at postofiices, 
but the postmaster-general bas not yet given 
the matter his personal consideration. It is 
possible that the system will be tested in one 
or more of the large cities next autumn, and 
ite extension will depend upon the result of 
the experiment. 

Letters weighing one ounce or less may 
now be sent through the mails for two cents, 
and the rate on newspapers mailel by pub- 
lishers have been reduced from two cents to 
one cent per pound. The deficit for the year 
just expired is roughly estimated at $4,000,000, 
and the estimate for the new fiscal year con- 
templated a deficit of $4,826,000. 

‘There is a terrible amount of misuander- 
standing and misinformation about the chan- 
ges in the postal law that have gone into oper- 
ation,” remarked a postoflice department offi- 
cial, “and there will be a creat deal of mail 
matter that will go into the cad letter office 
in consequence of it. The only change in 
which the public are directly interested is 
that hereafter a letter weighing one ounce 
or under will go tor two cents It does 
not mean that ordinary half ounce letters will 

for one cent. ‘tbe ordinary letter will cost 
two cents the same as heretofore, but a letter 
that has cost four cents in the past can now 
be sent for two cents. There are certain 
changes about printed matter, but that inter- 
ests publishers only. Others will have to pay 
as much for mailing newspapers or magazines 
as they do now. There has been nc reduction 
in the postage of merchandisa”

Chicago Prevented from Run- 
ning by Strikers. 

A Cleveland (Ohio) dispatch says that ‘‘the | 
strike in the Cleveland Holling mull has as- 
surned extensive proportions in wouderful- 
ly short time. Every department but one 
has been closed and 5,000 men are idle. The 
strikers are determine! ami aggressive.
